I have here a subject that seems to 
vary from the text or theme for awhile 
but if you will stay with me I will try 
to convince you that the heading of 
this piece is correct. My lesson will be 
found in James 3. 

“My brethren, be not many masters, 
knowing that we shall receive the 
greater condemnation. For in many 
things we offend all. If any man of- 
fend not in word, the same is a_ per- 
fect man, and able also to bridle the 
whole body. Behold, we put bits in the 


horses’ mouths, that they may obey 
us; and we turn about their whole 
body. Behold also the ships, which 


though they be so great, and are driv- 
en of fierce winds, yet are they turned 
about with a very small helm, whither- 
soever the governer listeth. Even so 
the tongue is a little member, and 
boasteth great things. Behold, how 
great a matter a little fire kindleth! 
And the tongue is a fire, a world of in- 
iquity; so is the tongue among our 
members, that it defileth the whole 
body, and setteth on fire the course of 
nature; and it is set on fire of hell.”

You need not talk 
all day long about your neighbors and 
then say it is an error of the flesh or 
the lips. The trouble with you is that 
your heart is not right in the sight of 
od.

But God's Word thunders out 
the message, “Be ye therefore perfect 
as your Father which in heaven is per- 
fect.” Matt, 5:28. 


There are otler scriptures that 
teach perfection. We will look into 
God’s Word ana see what the direc. 


tions are for obtaining this wonderful 
experience. 1 am sure we all want 
God’s best. We want to go with Jesus 
when He comes for His own, and if 
we go with Him, we will have to make 
preparations in this world. We learn 
from the Word of God that only those 
who have made themselves ready will 
be able to go with Him. James 1:26, 
says, “If any man among you seem to 
be religious, and bridleth not his ton- 
gue, but deceiveth his own heart, this 
man’s religion is vain.” The truth that 
we should get before us is this, The 
words that we speak do not come 
from our tongue or from our lips, nor 
just back of our teeth, but every word 
that we speak comes from the heart. 
This heart that is spoken of in God’s 
Word is not the heart of flesh that 
pumps blood to all parts of the body, 
but a spiritual heart, that part of our 
being that no one but God sees, the 
seat of affections, our inmost being. 
Prov. 23:7, “As a man thinketh in his 
heart so is he.” 

Matt. 12:34, “For out of the abund- 
ance of the heart the mouth speaketh.” 
If our heart be full of love and God is 
in our lives as He should be, there 
will be no root of bitterness nor any- 
thing in our hearts to cause us to 
speak harshly or take advantage = of 
people and treat them unkindly when 
we have them in our power. Psa. 15:2, 
“And speaketh the truth in his heart.” 
We may speak to some one whom we 
meet, be nice to them, tell them we 
are glad to meet them, tell people we 
are glad to have them in our home, 
when down in our heart we do not 
feel this. We lay our hand on a child's 
head and smile at it when we do not 
feel any love for it. 

Some one on wiom we want to make 
a good impression comes in our home, 
we are nice to them, make them wel- 
come, do the best we can for them, but 
when they go away we say, “I am so 
glad they are gone.’ While our friends 
are in our home we treat our family 
kindly, appear to be thoughtful of our 
companion, be jolly, and to the natural 
eye we appear kind and good. We 
make a good impression on our friends 
and then enjoy their stay with us, 
while our own family is dreading the 


time when our friends will go away, 
knowing the hard, bitter words that 


will be spoken to them, more hurtful 
by having been held in check for 
awhile. Do not thing the all seeing eye 
of God doesn’t see in every nook and 
corner of our being. Nothing is hid 
from Him. 

We may zo to chureh and preach 
a sermon that will stir men’s hearts. 
We may shout long and loud, may pray 
longer and louder than any one else, 
we may be the first to testify every 
time, tell how good we are, what great 
things we have done, may use good 
English, jump higher and make more 
noise than any*one else, but what 
about our neighbor who hears us scold 
in our home? What kind of an impres- 
sion do we make on him? How do our 
children feel as they think of the hard, 
cruel treatment they receive at home? 
How does our companion feel as_ he 
(or she) hears people praise the good 
sermon, good songs, prayers and the 
wonderful testimonies, and compare 
all this with what he (or she) hears 
at home? 

We criticize some people for not 
being free in the services, for not tak- 
ing part as they are supposed to do, 
when their poor hearts are crushed 
and eyes heavy with tears, caused by 
the harsh words that were spoken to 
them before coming to service. Some 
people have a way of getting into one 
of their “spells” just before service 
time, but praise our God, there will 
be no “spells” in heaven. The thing 
that causes us tO have them will either 
be taken out of our hearts down here, 





will have to live right, talk right, and 
think right or we will never enter the 
pearly gates. People who appear good 
on the outside and still have some- 
thing in their hearts that is not right 
remind me of a “Jack in the box.” It 
is a pretty little box with a lid on top 
and a little latch on the side that fast- 
ens the lid down. You take it in your 
hand and begin to admire it and un- 
knowingly you touch the latch and out 
jumps an ugly old thing with a squeal 
that frightens you. We are like that 
when we are not wholly sanctified, 
when there is something left in our 
hearts that we are not willing to let 
the precious blood of Jesus cove:. 
Some will say, “I will stanu for m; 
rights” when the only right a Christ- 
tian has is to live right. 

Let’s keep in mind that our subject 
is perfection, the Bible standard for 
Christians. God’s Word gives a_ des- 
cription of the perfect man, in James 
2:3. “If any man offend not in word, 
the same is a perfect man, and able 
also to bridle the whole body.” We 
learn from this that we are not per- 
fect as long as there is anything in the 
heart that causes us to say things that 
are not right. Sometimes we feel like 
we are keeping the victory very well. 
We bear a few hard things and along 
comes a little unexpected trial and 
finds us not prayed up and before we 
have time to think we have said some- 
thing wrong. Then we have to pray 
and cry to get the victory again. How 
we do need to get an experience that 
we'll never be caught “in an unguard- 
ed moment.” We should always be on 
guard, should keep prayed up. Not so 
long ago I had an experience that has 
been a lesson to me, and has caused 
me to seek an experience from the 
Lord that I would never offend in 
word. I don’t know how near I am to it 
but I am still seeking God’s best. At 
a certain place where I was there was 
a couple of our young people to be 
married and the friends were giving 
the bride-to-be a “shower,” and in 
sending out the invitations they failed 
to send me one. When I knew that | 
had been overlooked, before I had 
time to think, I said, “They did not 
invite me and I will not send a pres- 
ent.” It makes me ashamed yet when | 
think of it, the fact that there was 
something in my heart that would 
cause me to speak like that. I begged 
God to remove it and make me able to 
always speak the right thing. I sent 
the young woman a little present. as 
good as I could afford to buy, sent it 
to whip the devil. But the way to whip 
the devil is to be prepared for such 
times by being prayed up. Jesus told 
some of His followers on a_ certain 
occasion to pray lest they enter into 
temptation. Jesus knew they were to 
be tempted and the only place of safe- 
ty was in being ready to meet it with 
victory in their souls. Temptations are 
sure to come to us all and if we are 
not prayed up and our minds on the 
Lord, we will be overtaken. To’ be 
perfect before God we must have the 
blood of Jesus on our souls, and our 
hearts clean, and pure. How I praise 
God for a desire to be like Jesus. He 
is the One altogether lovely, my all

I am going back to 
Russia to overthrow the government 
there. Trotsky was in the United 
States because it was the only haven 
open to him in the world, and yet all 
the time he was planning to stir the 
hatred of men against the govern- 
ment.”

Kassay 
participated in the Hungarian revolu- 
tion as an officer in the Hungarian 
navy where he was responsible for the 
killing of some one hundred seamen 
in connection with sabotage of naval

“Communist demonstrators cele- 
brated ‘Red Day’ throughout the 
world May Ist. Socialists in most im- 
portant centers, not to be outdone by 
their left-wing brothers, the Commun- 
ists, also demonstrated. Over one mil- 
lion paraded in Moscow, the red cen- 
ter of the world, among whom were 
many Communists from the United 
States, while in New York City ap- 
proximately fifty thousand Reds and 
several thousand Socialists held 
forth in Union Square which has been 
the scene of many such mob exposi- 
tions. Reds marched in most capitals, 
including those of Ohio, Indiana, and 
Maryland, seventy-two cities in all. In 
Chicago approximately 15,000 display- 
ed their hatred for the American sys- 
tem, meeting in Union Park where 
they urged the outthrow of the Amer- 
ican form of government and pledg- 
ed their allegiance to the racketeering 
soviet form and dictator-controlled in- 
stitutions.” 

It is estimated that there are one 
thousand Communists in the small 
city of Greenville, S. C, 


THEY ARE WELL ORGANIZED 

“Among these workers there must 
he organized units of ten. The head 
of this unit of ten must as far as pos- 
sible be an old trusted member of the 
Party, who must once a week, togeth- 
er with his ten, study the communis- 
tic program and other revolutionary 
literature. . 

“These units of ten must be organ- 
ized by occupation and nationality. 

“The head of the unit must know, 
intimately, each individual member 
of his ten—his character, habits, the 
degree of his resolutionism and re- 
port everything direct to the central 
committee. 

“Each of these units of ten must 
have their own fighting unit of not 
less than three men. The members of 
the fighting unit must once a week be 
given instructions in shooting and re- 
ceive some instruction in sapper 
work.” 

The Communist party did not have 
more than 25,000 members when it 
overthrew the Russian government 
and the Soviet government does not 
expect to have at the height of its 
power more than 1,500,000 Commun- 
ists in Russia. Yet with that limited 
number of leaders tested and tried, 
desperate to the degree of madness, 
Soviet Russia believes she can control 
for her will 160,000,000 people. We 
are in danger now with the large num- 


ber of Communists in the United 
States. 


“ARMED YOUTH 

“In Soviet Russia every youth is 
being taught to bear arms. At the 
same time he is being molded by ef- 
fort of instruction and discipline into 
the form approved by fanatic com- 
munism. Every service of informa- 
tion of other ideas or ideals is being 
shut off from the mind of Russian 
youth. The result must be the prepara- 
tion of an army of narrow fanatics, 
unquesting, uninformed, hostile to all 
the outside world. 

“In Fascist Italy somewhat the same 
process is going on. If Fascist youth is 
not shut off as completely as the youth 
of Russia from outside realities, it is 
being intensively trained in Fascist 
ideas under cover of censorship whieh 
discourages and suppresses criticism 
and inquiry. At the same time it is 
being armed and disciplined as a mili- 
tary body. 

“Thus two of the greatest powers in 
Europe are forging two great military 
weapons to be wielded by a tyrannical 
control, when the fighting moment 
arrives, while most of the rest of Bu- 
rope and America are working eager- 
ly for disarmament. In the United 
States a well organized pacifism, sup- 
ported by American optimism, hatred 
of war, and the impulse to save money, 
is bringing about a reduction of our 
defence in almost every department. 
The navy is being reduced, the army 
is being cut down and a wide spread 
propaganda against military training, 
which advocates of adequate defence 
in demand, is’ proceeding in the 
churches, in the schools, in the forum 
of public discussion. Dreams of world 
peace are treated as Pending realities. 
Divices for international conciliation 
are being prescribed as reliable alter- 
natives to Inilitary power and as jus- 
tification for the sacrifice of self-de 
fence. 

“This process has gone farther in 
our country that any other. Its con- 
sequences are certain and they will 


be disastrous when the day of trial 
arrives.”
